Wanderers In Town - 
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COMMERCIAL BREAK 
By Mark Austin 





THE 1996/97 season is turning 
out to be the hardest commer- 
cially since 1 joined Wycombe 
Wanderers over five ycars ago. 

When 1 started watching 
Wycombe Wanderers in November 
1991, the day Dave Carroll scored 
onc of the best goals I have ever 
seen in a 4-1 win over Merthyr Tyd- 
fil in the GM Vauxhall Conference, 
I had no idea of the commercial 
rollercoaster ride I was signing up 
far. 

My first match was against Farn- 
borough Town on a frosty evening 
in eur when their goalkeeper 
broke his leg and the referee aban- 
doned the match after 64 minutes, 

Tt was not until January 11, 1997 
against Peterhorough United that 
Wycombe Wanderers were to have 
another match abandoned, this time 
after 63 minutes! Frankly in my 
opinion néither match should have 
started, 

Abandoned matches are fortu- 
nately a very raré event at Adams 
Park, Our record of only two aban- 
donments over a period of nearly 
seven seasons is pretty good. The 
current league rules of no refunds if 
half-time is reached, seems rather 
harsh on the paying customer, but 
proportionally is better than what 
cricket currently offers. My under- 
standing is once 20 overs have been 
bowled, no refunds are given. 

It is no secret that Wycombe 
Wanderers are short of money and 
barring unforseen income will make 
a trading loss this season. The 
referee's decision to abandon the 
Peterborough match when the Blues 
were leading 2-0 has not only cost us 
three points but also several thou- 
sands of pounds in extra costs. 

Under the Football League rules 
WWTFC will now have to pay all 
Peterborough United's travelling 
and hotel expenses (ves unfortu- 
nately they will use a hotel during 
the afternoon for a rest). 

When the match is finally 
replayed the police, stewards, 
matchday staff and referee, will all 
have to be paid again. 

The board of directors decided to 
give a loyalty bonus to season ticket 
holders and not charge them any 
entrance fee for this league match. 
Unfortunately the club cannot 
afford to stage this match for free, 
so anybody who paid, including all 
Роот United fans, will have 
to pay again.

The club would have liked to 
offer а discount to those who 
attended the first match, but unfor- 
tunately the way in which the aban- 
donment was handled made that 
impossible. 

The Football League had. given 
all referees written instructions at 
the beginning of the scason about 
the procedure for abandoning 
matches, 

The referee must mform the 
fourth official of his intentions so 
that the fourth official can inform 
the police, safety officer, club offi- 
cials and PA announcer. 

The fourth official was unfortu- 
nately not informed and conse- 
quently the brown gates had not 
been open, stewards were not in 
place and all procedures set in 
motion. 

As the club were not able to tell 
people to retain their tickets the 
boards of directors decided it would 
be an administrative nightmare to 
try and do something 
retrospectively. 

An official report fonm has been 
sent to the Football Association by 
WWFC concerning referee Mr 
Frazer Stretion’s actions. 

Returning to the disappointment 
of the 1991/92 season finishing sec- 
ond to Colchester United on goal 
difference having amassed 94 
points, was al first sight a commer- 
cial setback. In hindsight it turned 
aut to be a tremendous financial 
foundation as the very next season 
crowds rose by 1,000 as we did the 
double during the 1992/95 season.

Commerically we ideally need 
success on the field again to bring in 
extra revenue. There are many in 
football who think being at the top 
of a division below is better finan- 
cially because of higher attendances, 
rather than being near the bottom 
of a division. 

I personally do not subscribe to 
that view, as being at the top is no 
certainty and no guarantee of pro- 
motion unless you stay there. Also 
without being in Division Two you 
cannot reach Division One next 
season, which is where the real tele- 
vision financial rewards start, 

Commercially WWFC would he 
much better off in Division Two, 
rather than Division Three in my 
VIEN. 

Finally, | would like to say what a 
delight it is working with John Gre- 
gory and his team. | wish him the 
very best for the rest of the season.

WHENEVER English football is caught 
in the grip.of icy weather it produces so 
much chaos and confusion that pane 
think we'd think we'd never seen frosty 
pitches before. г 

In the past couple of weeks we've had 
matches postponed less than an hour before 
the kick-off and other games allowed to start 
when it was obvious they-would never finish, 

It is surely time for an urgent review of how 
we deal with wintry weather. 

Forget the idea of-a mid-season break — our 
climate is too Sopa and we play too 
many games for that to be practical., — 

We must face the fact that this can be a very 
cold country and design an efficient plan to 
deal with the problems can cause. At the 
moment the system seems to be completely 
hit and miss. 

| have great sympathy for the fans of Man- 
chester City and Bolton who travelled hun- 
dreds of miles for FA Cup ties in the south 
only to learn far too late that thc games had 
been called off. 

The Derby supporters who. went to Gilling- 
ham had am even worse experience when their 
game was abandoned after 66 minutes, 

Where there is the slightest-doubt about the 
weather, pitch inspections should take place 
long before supporters need to set off. 

We now have a sophisticated meteorologi- 
cal service which can provide accurate predic- 
tions for many days ahead. There is no excuse 
for not using it. 

At present, the only question a referee must 
ask himself when deciding if a pitch is playa- 
ble is; “Willit be safe for the players?” 

This is net enough. We have a duty to the 
paying publie to add another question. "Will 
the state of the pitch seriously affect the way 
the game is played?" 

We have all seen those farcical affairs 
where players are slipping and sliding, unable 
to twist and-turn, change direction, tackle or 
even pass the ball properly. That is not foot- 
ball and it is certainly not entertainment. 

Referees must listen to the view of manag- 
ers and players. They are the professionals 
and if they believe that a pitch is unplayable 
then referees must go along with that. 

The official should only intervene when 
there is a disagreement between the two
